The Davis County Board of Supervisors met in regular session on Monday, September
23, 2019, with Chairman Alan Yahnke and Members Matt Greiner and Ron Bride present.

Ron Bride made motion, seconded by Matt Greiner and carried unanimously, to approve
the agenda.

During public comments, Auditor Linda Humphrey noted that September is VVoter
Registration Month and tomorrow is VVoter Registration Day and she asked the Supervisors to
join her in encouraging every eligible voter to be sure to register to vote.

Matt Greiner made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve
and sign the Minutes of Monday, September 16, 2019.

The Board met with custodian Randy Norman, who told the Board that he has repaired
some sidewalk separations and is doing other fall maintenance and repairs.

The Board met with Engineer Ryan Schock, who reported that the contractor is hoping to
finish the Beechwood bridge project this week; the striping project was completed; and right-of-
way documents for the Jade Avenue project were received. Matt Greiner made motion,
seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve awarding contract for the Janssen
bridge, being Project #BROS-SWAP-CO26(108)-SE-26, to Herberger Construction in the
amount of $556,000. Ron Bride made motion, seconded by Matt Greiner and carried
unanimously, to approve awarding contract for slurry leveling, being Project #FM-C0O26(115)-
55-26, to Astech Corporation in the amount of $247,000.

At 10:00 a.m., Chairman Alan Yahnke called public hearing to order and third reading of
tanning bed ordinance was held. There being no public comments, Ron Bride made motion,
seconded by Matt Greiner and carried unanimously, to close the hearing. Matt Greiner made
motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve the following ordinance:

ORDINANCE NO. 29
I. Title: Rules relating to minimum requirements for tanning facilities in Davis County, lowa
and providing penalties for violations thereof.
I. Purpose: The purpose of this Ordinance is to adopt Chapter 641-46 of the lowa
Administrative Code and to disseminate other rules relating to tanning facilities and to provide
for the enforcement thereof.
a) Chapter 641-46 of the lowa Administrative Code entitled “Minimum Requirements
for Tanning Facilities”, including any future amendments thereto, is hereby adopted and
incorporated by this reference as if fully set forth herein.
I11. Rules: These rules are applicable only to tanning facilities located within Davis County, lowa,
and are required to either obtain and maintain all applicable permits for their tanning beds.
IV. Inspections:
a) Inspections shall be conducted annually.
b) Inspection Cost.
(1) An inspection cost of $50.00 per tanning device shall be billed to the permit
holder up to a maximum of $500.00 per facility.
(2) Inspection cost shall be due upon receipt of payment due.
(3) Inspection cost not received within 45 days of the date of billing will be
assessed a $35.00 penalty for each month or fraction thereof that the bill is
delinquent.
(4) A penalty of $35.00 per facility may be assessed for the following:
1. Failure to respond to a notice of violation within 30 days of the date of
inspection.
2. Failure to correct violations cited during the inspection.
c) Inspections shall include the following areas: proper operation and maintenance of
devices, review of required records and training documentation, operator understanding
and competency, and the requirement of these rules.



V. Penalties: Any person, firm, partnership, corporation, landowner, or other entity who violates
any regulation in or any provision of this Ordinance or of any amendment or supplement thereto
shall be guilty of a simple misdemeanor which is punishable by a fine of not more than $625.00
or by imprisonment of not more than thirty (30) days and/or shall be guilty of a county infraction
punishable by a civil penalty of not more than $750.00 or if the infraction is a repeat offense by a
civil penalty not to exceed $1,000.00 for each repeat offense. Each day that a violation occurs or

is permitted by the defendant to exist, constitutes a separate offense.
VI. Severability Clause: If any section, provision, or part of this Ordinance shall be judged
invalid or unconstitutional, such adjudication shall not affect the validity of this Ordinance as a

whole or any section, provision, or part thereof not adjudged invalid or unconstitutional.
VII. Enforcement: This Ordinance shall be enforced in it entirety by ADLM.

VIII. Effective Date: This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect after its final passage,
approval, and publication as provided for by the Code of lowa.
